- CONSPIRACY 


CABINET MEMBERS DOOMED 


Extremists of Erin Map Bomb 
Attacks On City Utilities--- 
Plan Jail Delivery 


London.—Irish extremists who 
plotted the destruction of the city’s 
utilities and aimed at the life of a 
former cabinet member, are believed 
to be in hiding. Documents seized 
in the raids which netted two men 
contained the floor plan of a former 
cabinet member’s house. His name 
was withheld. There was also the 
complete plan of Brixton prison, 
where it is thought the extremists in- 


tended to open the gates and set 
their comrades free. The guard at 
the prison has been increased. A 


list of names of extremists was also 
found. Many of them were described 
as having qualifications as “gunmen.” 
Police activity was aroused by a 
recent threatening letter received at 
the London office of the Freeman’s 
Journal of Dublin and signed ‘“‘head- 
quarters of London battalion of the 
Irish Republican army.” The police 
concentrated their efforts upon cap- 
ture of the commandant of the “Lon- 


don battalion.”

Women Urge World Court 
Des Moines.—After many attempts 
as amendment and substitution had 
been made, resolutions  indorsing 
America’s entrance into a _ world 
court was first voted down, and then 
reconsidered and passed by the Na- 
tional League of Women voters’ con- 
vention here. Questioned and heckled 
from the floor fgr almost an hour 
after his speech before the league, 
Lord Robert Cecil alternately de- 
fended and explained the League of 
Nations. Protection of women and 
children in industry, suppression of 
vice and equal rights of husband and 
wife in each other’s property compose 
the “plan of work” adopted by the 
league. 


Is King Benjamin Dead? 
Lansing, Mich.—Rumors that Ben- 
jamin Purnell, missing leader of the 
Israelite House of David, is dead, and 
that his body has been secreted in an 
underground tomb at Benton Harbor 
by his Heutenants in order that his 
claim to immortality might not be ex- 
ploded, probably will be investigated 
by state officials. Purnell last was 
seen by those closely associated with 
him at Christmas time last year, ac- 
cording to their statements. He was 
ill and announced he was going away 
for a rest. The latest rumor is that 
he died and that a tomb was fash- 
ioned by his lieutenants in the under- 
ground passageway and his body hid- 
den. :

These facts 
were ascertained when the landlady 
at the home where Max stopped was 
discovered by the United Press. 


Bryan Wants New Law 
Charleston, W. Va.—Legislation 
against teaching “as true, either Dar- 
winism or any hypothesis that there 
is a blood relationsh*#p between mau 
and the animals,” was urged by Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan in an address 
to the West Virginia legislature. 
“Don't put any penalties in your 
law,” he said. ‘You are not dealing 
with a criminal class. All you need 
to do is tell them they can’t do it and 
they won’t do it.

Washington.—The Turkish Nation- 
alist assembly has ratified the so- 
called Chester railway and mining 
concessions. 

Negotiations for the “Chester con- 
cession” in Turkey, which includes 
the development of the Mogul oil re- 
gion and the construction of 1200 
miles of railroad if the Mesopotamian 
flelds were first instituted by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. It takes its name 
from Rear-Admiral Colby M. Chester, 
now retired, who was sent to Turkey 
in 1908 to obtain for United States 
interests certain valuable priority 
rights in the oil producing district. 

The Turkish government some time 
ago approved the grant, but action by 
the Nationalist government at Angora 
has been awaited. 

American capital operating through 
a syndicate of Americtn business 
men, would be used under the agree- 
ment to extend thé Bagdad railway 
to the borders of Persia, while rail 
connections would be afforded to the 
chief cities of Turkey. 

The Mosul oil field has 
bone of contention between Great 
Britain and the United States for 
some time, and at the Lausanne con- 
ference the British delegation was 
especially insistent that its claim to 
the territory be recognized.

Tut-Ankh-Amen, Pharaoh. of Egypt, 
1358-50 B. C. master of the ancient 
world, caused his royal tomb to be cut 
into the living rock of the cliff of the 
Valley of the Kings, near Luxor. He 
caused chambers to be filled with 
golden, jJewel-studded funerary furni- 
ture; with preserved food; with his 
personal apparel and ornaments; with 
his portrait mannikin for the trying-on 
of clothing; with everything necessary 
for the-use of his mummy when it 
should be laid away in the royal sar- 
cophagus. After only eight years of 
rule he died. The sacred college of 
embalmers was busy over his mummy 
for 70 days. His mummy was placed 
in the sarcophagus, which stood in a 
separate chamber, elaborately deco- 
rated and Inscribed. About the sar- 
cophagus were built case after case. 
magnificently decorated, until the 
chamber would hold no more. The 
connections between the several cham- 
bers were then walled up and sealéd. 
The passage to the chambers was 
filled. A wall was built across its 
outer end and sealed. The stairway 
of twenty steps in the living rock to 
the outer world was filled. A wall 
was built at the top step and sealed. 
This wall was covered with desert 
sand and hidden from the eye of man. 
And the mummy of Tut-Ankh-Amen, 
Pharoah of Egypt, was left to He in 
peace and safety through the ages 
until the shade of Tut-Ankh-Amen 
should return to assume mortal shape 
for the remainder of his long journey 
through the next world to the final 
state of bliss: 

George Edward.Stunhope Molyneux 
Herbert, fifth earl of Carnarvon, a 
nobleman of the British empire, A. D. 
1928, caused that hidden and sealed 
outer entrance to be broken through. 
He excavated the stairway..-He en- 
tered through the second sealed wall. 
He forced his way through, the. pusg- 
age and into the outer chamber. He 
stopped not at the s@aled wall of’ ma- 


American “hunch.” He believed he 
was “wise” to the approximate loca- 
tion of the: hidden tomb of Tut-Ankh- 
Amen. His enthusiasm kept Carnarven 
“bucked up,” as the Englishman put It. 
And Carter’s “hunch” was “the goods.” 
Twice he dug fn front of the large and 
elaborate tomb of Rameses VI, an un- 
{mportant king of the XX dynasty, 
which all the tourists visit. And twice 
he missed it by a few yards only. The 
third time, last faH, he hit the exact 
spot. Then he cabled Carnarvon, who 
hastened to Luxor. It was Curter who 
supervised the excavation. It was 
Carter who cut through the walls to 
the catafalque chamber with his own 
hands. , 

Why Carter’s persistence In his hunt 
for Tut-Ankh-Amen’s tomb? Every 
Egyptologist was keen to find this par- 
ticular tomb, which was believed to 
ve the last of importance in the Valley 
of the Kings. For Tut-Ankh-Amen was 
the son-in-law and successor of Akh- 
n-aton, the famous “Heretic King" of 
the XVIII dynasty (1587-1878 B. C.). 
This “Heretic King” renounced poly- 
theism as conducted by the priests of 
Amon, declared for “one god.” refused 
to make war, abandoned his capital at 
Thebes, built a new capital city not 
far ‘away at Tel-el-Amarna, wrote 
hymns to Aton, his new “god of love” 
and “comforter of them that weep” 
and instructed his court artists to. quit 
conventional Egyptian art und to Sle 
ture things as they appeared to the 
eye. In short, he was av all-around 
reformer who established an Egyptian 
Utopia. Carter found his ritied tomb 
in 1907. His city is now being exca- 
vated. 

Tut-Ankh-Amen, at first called him- 
self Tut-Ankh-Aton and accepted the 
god of his father-in-lyw. Then he 
abandoned the new capital, went hack 
to Thebes, restored the Anion priests 
with added privileges and changed his 
name to Tut-Ankh-Amen. Truth to

Nevertheless, superstitious Egyp 
tians express fear for the safety of the 
Immediate family of the dead man— 
his widow; his son, Lord Portchester, 
who succeeds him—his countess is an 
American woman, formerly Miss Cath- 
erine T. Wendell of New York; his 
daughter, Lady Evelyn Herbert. They 
also think it quite within the possibili-, 
tles that all who participated in the 
opening of the catafalque chamber are 
in danger. 

At the actual opening of the cham- 
ber there were present several Amer- 
jcana of note: Howard Carter; Pro- 
fessor Charles Breasted of the Unl- 
versity of Chicago; Director Winlock 
of the Egyptian expedition of the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art, New York, 
and Curater Lythgoe. Lord Carnarven 
of course was there and Lady Evelyn 
Herbert. ‘Among the others were Sir 
William Garstin and Dr. Allan HA. 
Gardiner, British Egyptologist. At the 
public opening of the .chamber three 
days later others present included the 
Dowager Sultana Malak of Egypt; 
Morton Howell, American minister to 
Egypt, and his wife; Queen of the 
Belgians and Prince Leopold; Viscount 
and Viscountess Allenby. 

Some. of the. more. superstitions of 
the Egyptians assume that the curse 
will even fall. upon. all who have re- 
celved from Lord.
